iV.  These  doctrines  are  blessed  and  ac¬ 
knowledged  by  God.  God  |K)urs  out  his 
spirit  where  they  are  preacKed.  It  is  wor¬ 
thy  of  remark,  tliat  the  great  revivals  which 
prevail  at  the  present  day,  and  which  have 
prevailed  for  twenty.years  past,  are  for  the 
most  part,  in  place#  where  these  doctrines 
have  been  plainly  and  faithfully  taught. — 
Now  if  they  are  such  dangerous  errors,  as 
has  often  been  represented,!! they  are  “  doc¬ 
trines  of  Satan^’ — if  they  are  “  too  blasphe¬ 
mous  to  be  fathered  on  God’’ — if  “  they 
caiTy  not  only  error  and  falsehood,  but 
blasphemy  upon  the  very  face  of  them” — 
if  they  represent  the  Almij^hty in  a  worse 
olnt  of  light  than  Nebuchadnezzar,  when 
e  caused  the  three  Hebrew  children  to 
pass  through  the  fire  to  satisfy  his  revenge,” 
or  “  than  Nero,  wlien  he  ordered  the  city 
of  Rome  fired,  that  he  might  have  a 
pretext  to  accuse  the  Christians” — if  they 
contain Die  blackest  impeachment  ima¬ 
ginable  of  his  holy  and  merciful  character” 
— sav  if  such  be  the  nature  of  these  doc¬ 
trines,  and  thus  they  have  been  represent¬ 
ed,  would  a  divine  blessing  attend  the 
preaching  of  them  ?  Can  we  sup|X)se,  that 
God  will  bless  the  labors  of  those  ministers 
who  are  guiltv  of  "scandalizing  his  inima- 
culate  character” — who  "blacken  it  bv  the 
most  >ile  misrepresentations” — who  teach 
doctrines  >vhich  "  reflect  the  greatest  dis¬ 
honor  upon  the  resplendent  attributes  of 
Jehovah”  and  which  "  convey  a  contempti  •  i 
ble  idea  of  the  immaculate  Author  of  our 
salvation.*  Impossible.  If  these  doctrines 
contain  such  horrid  blasphemy,  as  has  been 
supposed,  we  must  conclude  that  tlie  eurse 
of  God  would  rest  upon  those  who  preach 
them,  and  upon  their  labors.  And  yet  we 
find  that  God  blesses  tlieir  labors.  lie 
pours  out  his  Spirit  and  revives  his  work 
nruler  their  ministrations.  And  not  only 
so,  he  actually  blesses  the  preaching  of 
these,  very  doctrines  to  the  awakening  of 
sinners,  and  to  the  quickening,  comfort  and 
edification  of  his  people.  Multitudes  of 
God’s  people  can  testify  that  they  received 
their  first  religious  impressions  from  the 
preaching  of  these  doctrines,  and  thousands 
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and  tens  of  thou  sand  scan  witness  that  those 
who  preach  them  have  been  to  them  a  sweet 
savour  of  Christ. 

V.  Many  who  once  disbelieved  and  hated 
these  doctrines,  have  since  embraced  them 
and  attributed  their  change  of  sentiments 
to  a  change  of  heart.  Now  the  reverse  of 
this  was  never  true.  An  instance  cannot 
be  found  of  a  man  who  once  believed  and 
loved  the  doctrines  of  grace,  and  who  upon 
becoming  pious,  changed  his  sentiments  and 
attributed  the  change  to  a  change  of  heart. 
But  instances  of  the  former  kind  are  very 
frequent.*  They  occur  almost  daily  in 
those  places,  where  God  is  pouring  out  his 
&pirit.  We  have  seen  persons  who  could 
not  endure  these  doctrines— persons  of  va¬ 
rious  descriptions  ;  open  infidels,  bold 
blasphemers,  covetous  worldlings,  seif  right¬ 
eous  pharisees,  and  conceited  moralists— 
we  have  seen  them  awakened  under,  the 
preaching  of  these  doctrines,  still  however 
retaining  their  enmity  against  them  ;  and 
we  have  seen  these  same  persons  sudilenly 
brought  to  einbrace.and  love  them,  and  that 
too  at  the  very  moment  when  they  began 
to  love  the  duties  of  religion.  e  have* 
seen  the  same  persons,  from  that  time,  l6ad 
a  new  life  and  give  all  the  evidence  of  a 
real  change  of  character,  which  a  humble, 
devout  and  exemplary  coui*se  of  conduct 
can  aftbrd.  Cases  of  this  kind  are  abun¬ 
dant.  Indeed,  a  great  proportion  of  those 
who  really  embrace  these  doctrines  once 
disbelieved  them,  and  all,  I  may  say,  once 
hated  tliem  ;  for  tliey  are  doctrines  to  which 
the  carnal  heart  is  invariably  opposed.  But 
multituiles,  we  find,  do  embrace  them.— 
They  become  reconciled.  'iVey  are  brought 
to  rejoice  in  that  character  of  God  which 
is  reflected  from  them,  a  character  which 
before  they  utterly  abhorred  ;  and  since  this 
change  in  their  views,  they  have  been  dis¬ 
posed  to  live  a  new  life.  Tliev  love  holi-  . 
ness  and  hate  sin,  and  give  evidence  of  hav¬ 
ing  passed  from  death  unto  life.  Now 
these  are  facts — facts  which  are  constinlly 
occurring,  and  how  shall  they  be  accounted

\V.  Wilberforce,  Esq. :  My  Lord,  When 
I  came  too  late  into  this  meeting,  and 
heard  a  part  only  of  the  excellent  Report, 

I  found  more  than  mjr  heart  could  hold. — 
It  filled  me  with  gratitude  to  God, who  has 
done  so  much  for  you.  There  is  something 
so  astonisiiing,  so  much  greater  in  this  work 
than  in  the  operations  of  any  human  powder, 
that  w’e  scarcely  wanted  tlie  admirable  ex¬ 
hortation  we  have  just  heard,  to  thj^nk  God 


and  take  courage.  We  arc — in  the  very 
springtime  of  our  efforts — rejoicing  in  the 
abundance  of  our  harvest.  VVe  see  many 
oftliosc  very. men,  who  were  torn  away  from 
their  country,  their  familiea,  and  their 
friends,  returning  to  tell  their  countrymen 
what  great  things  tJiey  have  heard  and  seen 
in  their  captivity  ; — returr.ing  swith  grace 
in  their  hearts,  and  the  Bible  in  the'ir  hand, 
to  preach  the  gospel.  When  I  consider 
what  great  things  have  been  effected  by  this 
and  other  Societies  of  the  same  nature,  I 
’  am  truly  astonished.  In  the  walk  of  sci¬ 
ence  and  literature,  much  has  been  done  ; 
but  while  other  endeavors  to  benefit  man¬ 
kind  appear  as  so  many  twinkling  stars,  in 
the  dark  night,  the  Star  of  Bethlehem  ap¬ 
pears  ginning  with  peculiar  splendor  and 
beauty.  Wnen  I  reflect  on  these  things 
in  my  closet,  and  especially  on  my  knees, 

I  feel  that  all  that  language  can  utter  is  too 
little  to  express  the  tcelings  of  iny  mind.— 
When  we  hear  of  the  death  of  Missionaries, 
(Mr.  W.  here  alludes  to  the  Report,)  let  us 
hope  to  meet  them  again  in  a  better  world, 
where  there  will  be  room,  not  only  for  those 
who  in  this  country  are  endeawwing  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  cause  of  tins  InstitutioHi  but  for  all 
those  heathen  congregations  who  have  by 
its  means  been  brought  to  believe  on  theSoii 
of  God.  It  is  only  at  that  season,  we  sliajl  ^ 
duly  appreciate  the  work  in  wtiida  we  Are 
now  engaged-  Let  us  remember  tiuit  tiiis 
is  our  time  for  labor,  and  that  there  is  no 
work  nor  device  in  the  grave.” 

Rev.  H.  Davis,  (one  of  the  chaplains  to 
the  East  India  Company  :)  It  is  a  grati¬ 
fying  thought,  that  there  are  not  fewer  than 
40,000  heathen  children  receiving  instruc¬ 
tion  from  missionary  exei’tions,  the  parents 
of  w’liom  invariably  manifest  the  greatest 
anxiety  to  get  their  children  admitted  inta 
the  schools.  A  conviction  now  pervades 
the  mind  of  every  description  of  persou| 
thi'oughout  India,  of  the  importance  of  at¬ 
tending  to  the  education  of  children.  The 
Governor  General  has  recommended  it  to 
the  mi^^tary  and  the  marine  ;  and  the  civil 
authorities,  both  European  and  native,  are 
all  coming  forw  ard  in  this  good  cause.— 
Again  ;  an  idea  is  rapidly  spreading  of  the 
absurdity  of  idol  w  orsliip.  Driving  out  one 
morning,  I  rode  to  the  estate  of  a  very  rir* 
Hindoo,  who  has  a  portion  of  ground 
w’hielv  tiiere  are  nine  or  ten  temple? 
a  different  God  in  eac4i  of  them,  \v’ 
peo])le  frequent  and  worship, 
him,  ‘Is  it  not  very  absurd  to  'i 
idols  r’  ‘  Yes,’  s^id  he,  ‘  I  f 
do  not  worship  them 
I^you  keep  these  temp’ 
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k(cp  these  Gods  in  repair  ;  you  keen  a 
Brahmin  at  the  door  of  each  temple.’  ‘What , 
should  I  do,  Sir  ?’  ‘  Destroy  them,’  said  1. 

■  So  I  would  sir,’  replied  he,  ‘  but  the  Brah¬ 
mins  would  tear  me  to  pieces.’  On  another 
occasion,  riding  with  a  friend,  we  saw  a 
man  worshipping  in  a  temple  two  wooden 
idols.  I  offered  to  buy  one  ot  them,  for  which 
he  asked  me  a  rupee  ;  so  he  sold  his  God, 
that  he  liad  been  worshipping  but  a  mo¬ 
ment  before,  for  half-a-crowii.  Again  ;  a 
conviction  prevails  amongst  both  Mahome¬ 
tans  and  Hindoos,  that  a  universal  religion 
shall  spread  all  over  the  world.  Each  says 
that  it  cannot  be  his  religion,  because  it 
makes  no  converts.  A  belief  generally 
prevails,  that  a  mighty  conqueror  is  about 
to  come  riding  on  a  white  horse,  and  shout¬ 
ing  victory.’’ - Rev.  Dr.  G.  Hamilton 

gave  an  affecting  account  of  the  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  Irish  Catholics.  He  related 
a  fact  which  he  had  heard  from  undoubted 
authority.  “  A  gentleman,”  said  he, ‘‘iu  my 
neighborhood  had  some  iron  stolen  from  his 
ploughs.  He  applied  to  a  friar,  who  desir¬ 
ed  him  not  to  be  uneasy,  as  if  the  thieves 
did  not  restore  them  he  would  turn  them  in¬ 
to  goats.  The  following  Sabbath,  the  friar 
gave  out  at  the  chapel  that  he  knew  who 
the  thieves  were,  and  that  if  they  did  not 
put  the  iron  in  such  a  place  by  a  certain 
time,  they  should  bo  turned  into  goats. — 
This  had  the  desired  effect ;  for  the  next 
morning  it  was  found  in  the  place  appoint¬ 
ed.  At)oiit  two  months  since,  I  related 
this  circumstance  to  a  convert  from  Pope¬ 
ry,  and  asked  him  whether  such  a  tlu  eaten- 
ing  could  have  been  believed  by  the  people. 
He  said  that  he  had  no  doubt  of  it  ;  for 
that  in  his  county,  (Kildare)  the  Catholics 
all  believed  that  the  priest  had  it  in  his 
pow  er  to  turn  them  into  sheep,  or  oxen,  or 

5 oats,  or  any  thing  else  he  pleased.” —

that  though  much  darkness  still  remained, 
the  true  light  was  rising  upon  them.

the  enemies  of  the  gospel.  It  is  matter  of 


!  lamentation  that  all  schools  are  not  suppli**- 
ed  with  pious  teachers.  Ought  not  the  aU 
tention  of  parents  to  be  more  particularly 
directed  to  this  subject?  Siiall  we  be  anx¬ 
ious  that  heathen  children. should  enjoy  pi¬ 
ous  instructions  while  our  own  are  commit¬ 
ted  to  the  care  of  a  thoughtless,  perjiaps  an, 
immoral  teacher  ?  It  must  he  acknowledg- 
ed,  that  impressions  made  at  scliool  are 
lasting  ;  goofl  instructions  there  given  are 
often  remembered  through  life,  and  influ¬ 
ence  the  cliaracter  ;  and  many  times  God 
adds  his  blessing  and  makes  them  instru¬ 
mental  in  the  conversion  of  the  children. 
Shill  then  professingChristians  commit  the 
care  of  tlieir  children  to  unprincipled,  irre¬ 
ligious  teach'ers,  \yho,  by  their  example,  will 
counteract  all  Instruction  given  at  home. 
It  cannot  be  expected  that  a  child  will  feel 
much  abhorrence  of  a  crime  which  lie  sees 
his  teacher  commit.  And,  alas  !  how  com¬ 
mon  it  is  to  find  persons  engaged  in  teach¬ 
ing  school,  guilty  of  drunkenness,  profanc- 
ness,  and  such  like  vices,  which  every 
friend  of  God  and  man  must  shudder  to 
think  of  being  transplanted  into  his  fauiily. 
Shall  we  pray  for  the  blessing  of  God  on 
oar  schools  tliat  they  may  become  “  nurse¬ 
ries  of  piety,”  and  yet  neglect  to  furnish 
them  with  pious  teachers  ?  In  places  where 
God  is  ponring  out  his  Spirit,  he  often  vis¬ 
its  schools  taught  by  pious  te^ichei^,  and 
brings  some  of  the  dear  children  into  lus 
fold  ;  and  if  schools  generally  w  ere  taugh^ 
by  those  w  ho  love  God  and  keep  his  coin- 
inandmenls,  wlm  would  f*ray  with  and  lor 
their  scholars,  might  w  e  not  hope  to  see  lesj^ 
vanity  in  childliood  and  youth,  “  if  they  are 
trained  up  in  the  way  they  should  go,  w  hen 
they  are  old  they  will  not  depart  from  it  ?” 
Can  it  hcadoubt  with  anv,whethertlic  teach- 
ers  ought  topray  with  their  schools  r  I  know 
of  riQ  argument  which  can  be  urged  in  favor 
of  family  prayer,  w  hich  may  not  with  equal 
propriety  apply  to  schools  ;  they  ought  tq 
be  nurseries  of  piety,  in  which  the  mind 
should  be  formed  to  virtue  and  religion.

Extract  from  a  letter  of  the  Non,  Elias 

Boudinoty  L.  L,  O,  President  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  dated  Burlin^ton^  Feb.  24,  1819. 

Having  suffered  during  another  month  a 
pretty  close  confinement  to  my  bed  and 
room";  by  tlie  will  of  God,  I  gratefully  ac¬ 
knowledge  his  undeserved  mercy,  in  giving 
me  the  expectation  of  sitting  up  and  look¬ 
ing  a  little  about  me.  Indeed  I  should  not 
have  attemped  to  dictate  this  letter,  had  it 
not  been  for  the  receipt  of  cue  from  a  fe¬ 
male  correspondent,  with  an  Indian  name 
in  the  Delaware  language,  which  has  roused 
botli  mind  and  body  to  reflections,  consid¬ 
erations,  and  conclusions  that  it  is  easier 
to  conceive  than  express.  I  know  not  w  hat 
vou  or  my  beloved  brethren  in  the  Gospel 
cause  may  think  of  it,  I  must  confess  my- 
feelf  both  honored  and  gratified  by  this  ex¬ 
traordinary  ard  worthy  correspondent.  I 
enclose  an  exact  copy  of  the  letter,  with  the 
^$100  enclosed.  May  her  mite  tend  to  the 
overflowing  of  the  Lord’s  treasury,  and 
add  to  the  fund  preparing  for  the  enlighten¬ 
ing  and  instructing  this  remnant  of  the 
people  of  God  ;  for  thougii  I  may  be  mista- 
Ken,  and  they  may  not  be  of  the  chosen 
race  of  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob,  yet  they 
are  of  the  Gentile  nations,  who  have  ex¬ 
ceeding  great  and  precious  promises  of  be¬ 
ing  called  in  this  latter  day  to  the  fold  of 
Christ’s  flock.  When  you  read  this  letter, 
you  will  have  all  the  know  ledge  of  the  cir¬ 


cumstances  attending  this  agreeable  busL 
ness,  that  I.  have.  When  you  lay  it  before 
the  board  of  iny  worthy  fellow  laborers  in 
the  Lord’s  vineyard,  I  am  sure  they  wdll 
i  feel  tbeir  gratitude  increased,  that  they  are 
found  worthy  to  be  husbandmen  in  their 
master’s  servjce. 

Feb.  1st,  1819. 

Dear  Sir, 

My  heart  and  eyes  are  gladdened 
•  with  a  sight  long  desired — a  specimen  of 
the  transCation  of  the  Scriptures  into  the 
language  of  our  western  neighbors;  and 
from  the  impulse  of  congenial  feeling,  I  send 
you  congratulations. 

I  rejoice  with  you with  yon  I  raise  my 
soul  in  grateful  adoration  to  Him,  who 
claims  the  heathen  for  his  inheritance  1 
and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  his 
possession  !” 

Emigrating  early  to  the  West,  I  formed 
a  sort  of  acquaintance  with  several  Indians: 
many  of  whom  I  respected  as  men  of  un¬ 
derstanding;  and  I  have  often  heard  them 
lament  the  distressing  situation  of  their 
country— the  ungenerous*  avarice  of  the 
whites^  and  the  ungovernable  passions  of  . 
.  their  own  people  !  - 

About  the  year  1800,  in  the  month  of 
June,  near  the  middle  of  the  day,  as.  I  sat~ 

I  at  work  in  the  airy  parlor  at  L— r— ,  I  com¬ 
manded  a  view  of  the  smooth  green  yard, 
shaded  from  the  fervor  of  the  snn  by  the 
depending  boughs  of  two  luxuriant  weeping 
willows,  which  two  years  care  had  brought 
to  a  state  of  sentimental  perfection.  The 
harmony  of  the  scene  so  perfectly  accord- 
eil  with  the  feelings  of  my  heart,  that,  in 
that  moment,  I  experienced  a  tranquil  de¬ 
lusive  happiness.  I  ceased  to  think  tiiat,  14 
all  the  earth,  there  was  a  human  being  less 
happy  than  myself ! 

This  mental  rest  was  interrupted  by  the 
entrance  of  two  strangers  of  uncommon 
interest  in  my  feelings. — The  first  was  my 
old  friend,  the  Delaware  chiefi  the  Great 
Bock-on jai-hai-lus.  I  rose  to  meet  him 
with  cordial  w^elcome.  After  shaking  my 
hand,  he  said,  “Le-na  pah-quay,”  (a  name 
given  me  by  the  Dalaw  are  Indians)  “  this  is 
my  friend  king  Ka  box-ki.”  ^They  took 
their  seats,  anef  informed  me  they  called  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  dinner  w  ith  me,  (hav¬ 
ing  ihacle  the  engagement  with  my  husband 
in  the  city.)  They  were  on  their  return 
from  seing  their  great  father,  as  they  call¬ 
ed  the  President. 

At  dinner  they  received  my  attention  as 
easy  as  persons  of  good  breeding  do^  in  those 
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circles  where  breeding  excludes  every 

useleSwS  ceremony. 

King  Kabox*ki  .was  silent;  when  he 
spoke,  it  was  in  the  Delaware  tongue ;  he 
desired  his  friend  to  tell  me  he  could  not 
speak  English.  Bock  on  jai-hai-lus  was 
more  communicative ;  he  informed  me  the 
President  liad  said  they  must  improve  their 
ground — their  young  men  must  learn  to 
plough — their  young  women  must  learn  to 
spin.  He  seemed  dejected,  by.t  noble  and 
animated  in  his  whole  deportment.  While 
we  sat  at  table,  after  the  clotli  was  removed, 
and  after  some  conversation,  he  saul,  "  Le- 
na-pah«(juay,  wc  now  .go.’’ — And  when 
shall  I  see  you  again,  Bock  on-jai-haidus  r” 
said  1.  said  he,  ‘‘me  soon  lie 

down,'^  spreading  his  hand  with  a  low  hori¬ 
zontal  motion  ;  then  raising  his  eyes  to 
jieaven,  and  extending  his  hands  toward^ 
me  with  devQut  expression,  he  added,  (with 
an  effusion  ot  feeling — I  Ipve  never  seen 
one  more  expressive — )  “  but  we  shall  meet 
with  Jesus  With  sympathetic  ardor  and 
Christian  love,  I  took  his  hand,  inquiring 
with  rapture,  “Bock  on-jai-haidus,  do  you 
know  Jesus  He  answ’ered  with  firmness, 
know  Jesus — we  love  JesnsP^  then  ri¬ 
sing  from  the  table,  they  shook  hands  sol¬ 
emnly,  saying  **  farewell 
'  mV  eyes  followed  their  venerable  figures 
till  the  door  closed  from  my  view,  for  the 
last  time  in  this  world,  the  great  Bock  on- 
jai-hai-bis,  and  his  fi  iend  king  Ka  box-ki 

The  interview,  so  truly  sublime,  interest¬ 
ed  me  more  tenderly  to  a  nation  of  stran¬ 
gers,  than  I  could  have  experienced  from 
any  other  circumstance,  and  brought  to  my 
heart,  with  sweet  conviction  of  its  efficacy, 
tliat  “  in  Christ  Jesus  there  is  neither  male, 
iior  female.  Barbarian,  Scythian,  bond,  nor 
free !” 

Often  has  ;ny  heart  reverted,  with  much 
i fender  recoWeciiow^  to  this  scene  J  olten  in 
the  sincerity  of  my  soul,  have  1  wished  it 
might  be  in  my  power  to  contribute  my  mite 
towards  some  favourable  prospect  of  their 
religious  improvement ;  for  1  firmly  believe 
they  are  vessels  of  mercy.  And  now',  mv 
dear  Sir,  that  my  faith  may  not  be  dead, 
“being  alonep  I  commit  into  your,  hand, as 
President  of  tlie  American  Bible  Society, 
and  tiie  friend  of  humanity,  one  hundred 
dollars,  for  the  department,  (particularly) 
of  the  Delaware  translation.

True 
it  was  that  they  had  been  scattered  upon 
the  face  of  tlie  earth ;  they  had  been  trod¬ 
den  down  and  abascil  ;  yet  there  was  no 
truth  more  strongly  pointed  out  in  the 
Scriptures  than  their  future  glory ;  t xey 
were  again  to  be  a  people  who  shall  bend 
their  knee  to  that  Saviour  whom  their  an-: 
cestors  had  rejected  and  nailed  to  a  tree.

I  After  the  reading  of  the  Report,  the  chil¬ 
dren  belonging  to  tne  Schools  were  presen 
ed  before  the  auditors,  which  had  a  very 
gratifying  effect,  from  their  neat  and  health¬ 
ful-appearance.  After  singing  a  hymn,  they 
respectfully  quitted  the  platfurin,  with 
marks  of  great  satisfaction  from  the  com^ 
pany.

Tlie  Schools 
of  the  Protestants  are  equally  with  those  of 
the  Catholics  patronized  and  supported  by 
autliority.  Thus  encouragedi  the  work 
seems  actually  to  be  going  on‘  faster  in 
France  than  in  tiie  country  where  it  origin¬ 
ated.  Its  friends  and  patrons  are  found  in- 
all  ranks,  Princes,  Nobles,  Ministers  of 
State,  Eccles  -iitics,  and  Magistrates  are 
active  in  their  exertions:  in  which  they  are 
jnost  powerfully  assissted  by  many  Ladies, 
who  zealously  promote  the  establishment 
of  Schools  for  their  own  sex.

The  manner  of  ma¬ 
king  this  communication  to  the  distressed 
lad  was  intelligible  and  impressive,  and 
seemed  to  assuage  the  grief  of  the  little 
mourner  for  the  moment.  Such  w^as  the 
eflect  of  the  association  and  instruction  in 
this  occurrence.  It  serves  to  show  the  sen¬ 
sibilities,  affection  and  reason  of  others  of 
the  family  of  man. — cV.

SLAVE  TRADE. 

Extract  from  the  Thirteenth  Report  of  the 
London  *  African  Institution.^ — 1819. 

The  number  of  Slaves  withdrawn  from 
Western  Africa,  during  the  last  twenty-five 
years,  has  probably  amounted  to  upward  of 
a  million  and  a  half.  During  many  of  the 
early  years  of  that  period,  the  number  an¬ 
nually  withdrawn,  is  stated, on  credible  au¬ 
thority,  to  have  amounted  to  nearly  80,000. 
The  average  export  of  the  last  eight  years 
may  have  somewhat  exceeded  the  rate  of 
50,000  annually.  The  number  at  present 
carried  across  the  Atlantic  has  been  calcu 
lated  at  upwards  of  b0,000 1 


I  SENECA  INDIANS.

The  Seneca  Indians,  otherwise  known 
under  the  name  of  the  Six  Nations,  in  the 
western  part  of  New-York,  have  lately 
iield  a  council,  to  determine  whether  they 
w’ould  sell  their  reservations  of  land  in 
their  vicinity,  and  whether  they  would  re¬ 
ceive  the  Christian  religion,  or  adhere  to 
that  of  their  fathers.  The  first  of  these 
questions  was  decided  in  the  negative  unan¬ 
imously  ;  on  the  last  there  was  a  division, 
and  a  warm  debate,  which  **  sted  fourdavs. 
Red  Jacket,  the*  most  eloquent  man  among 
them,  strenuously  opposed  the  change  of 
their  ancient  religion ;  but  the  cause  of 
Christ  found  several  powerful  advocates  a- 
mong  the  Indians,  and  theTuscaroras  were 
especially  earnest  for  the  introduction  of  a 
religion  “  that  would  teach  them  how  to 
live  in  this  world,  and  open  to  their  depart¬ 
ing  spirits  a  better  country  beyond  the 
grave.”  The  council  broke  up  without 
coming  to  a  conclusion,  and  without  gaining 
proselytes  to  either  side*  It  hardly  admits 
of  a  (question,  however,  at  this  glorious  era 
of  the  church,  that  the  cause  of  truth  will 
prevail  among  our  red  brethren ;  and  that 
they  will  soon  “  resign  the  blanket  and  the 
wigwam  for  comfortable  apparel  and  decent 
habitations,”  with  the  worship  of  the  one 
only  living  and  true  God. — Bust.  Rec.
